members not present when the meeting 
was called to order, and by acclamation 
Brosnahan was elected to preside.

Captain John Hackett was the flrst' to 


•peak. He advised that' instead of buying 
any of'the land offered the city purchase 
about1 ten acres of the marsh land ad- 
joining Sixteenth street station and have 
It filled In., Jf the city would do this, he 
said, the other marsh owners would en- 
ter.into the. plan and fill in'their .share. 


"It is tho'flntt opportunity the city 3i,as 


had to abolish an unsightly nuisance," he 
*aid, "and public policy demands that this 
be-the plan adopted. The nuisance can be 
aboliMind for a few thousand dollars, and 
I have talked with many up town lax- 
payers who are as anxious to see this 
mnrsh filled In as the West Oaklanders." 


In conclusion, the captain "threw bou- 


quets" at the Council, and wound up by 
saying he would say more were he not a 
dredging man. 


The statement that the other marsh 


holders would agree to fill in rather caught 
Towle, and he Intimated that it would bear 
looking Into. 


Hackett added that he would, within 


Jive clays, have a written guarantee from 
the marsh owners to do the work If the 
Council desired.

Mr. Cuvelller, on behalf of tlfii De Frem- 


«ry. bid.:asked the Council whmher it in- 
tended to buy a duck pond or a park, and 
then continued to point out the beauties 
of the land offered by his client and the 
natural adaptability of It to park pur- 
poses. 


William Gross, on behalf of De Fremery, 


talked price, and by figuring on a fair 
value of the land offered and then on the 
price asked asserted that De Fremery 
was making the city a present of four 
blocks of land and $1;100 besides.

George Stark, on behalf of the West

the dredging plan. "The club passed res- 
olutions, at a recent meeting expressing 
Itself not in favor of the De Fremery 
land." he said. "We believe It is not the 
best located. Around the station -would 
be more satisfactory to West.
